PULLIAM ESCAPES ACAIN. 



The Hawesvllle Crazy Murderer once 
More at Large. 

Ed Pulliam, the Hancock county 
lunatic, escaped from the Western 
Asylum Wednesday afternoon for the 
third time. It will be remembered 
that Pulliam was returned ho the Asy- 
lum about three weeks ago, having 
shot and killed Rev. W. B. Swope a 
short time before.

L JAY'S IMPRESSION OF CI.UB LIFE. 

of official position has kept pace 
with the growth of the city In a busi- 
ness way. Ten years ago the only gen- 
tlemen's club of any uote WN the fa- 
mous Metropolitan, numbering among 
its members somo of the most dis- 
tinguished men in Boclal, political, 
official and military life throughout 
the United States. Within the past 
few years, however, clubs innumerable 
have come into existence, with 
bcrskips limited only to the capacity of 
the club houses. Gentlemen take their 
suppers at the club, instead of going 
home. They find it so handy to remain 
downtown, and, after supper at the 
club, they are so near the hotels, the 
billiard and poolrooms, the theaters, 
and all other places of amusement, that 
the idea of going homo to supper seems 
actually preposterous. It never occurs 
to them their ' home-coming would be 
an event of joy and gladness to a 
woman who has worked and planned 
all day for their comfort and hnppii 
They never dream .that by their negleot 
they may be driving a soul to despera- 
tion, and, possibly, to evil inclinations 
in this world of temptation. The men 
who ignore their wives do not realise 
that other men may desire and seek the 
women whom they snub. 

It is probably aU right for bachelors 
to gather together in congenial coteries 
of companionship. That is to be ex- 
pected. That sentiment of comrade- 
ship is at the basis of all social or- 
ganizations. So rapidly is Washing- 
ton becoming the center of literary, 
scientific und educational life, that a 
olub seemed absolutely necessary 
where congenial spirits could meet for 
conversation on topics oilier than those 
of fashion and the idle gossip of the 
Out of this condition sprang tli 
i club, whose list of members 
to-day includes the names of men far 
inous tliu world over as artists, authors 
and statesmen. The Mctropolitni 
club still holds its own as the resort of 
the fashion of the capital, and the Cos- 
ls fast making a reputation as the 
home of the int.-'.iw.tna". lights who are 
rapidly gathering for permanent resi- 
dence at the capital. It is a perma- 
nent club institution und has none of 
the features which arc objectionable to 
such aggregations of social masculinity 
In this great and wonderful city, which 
' even uow growing into real rivalry 
th the capitals of the old world in 
beauty and grandeur of architectural 
development. 

One of the oldest and best olnhs In 
Washington is the Gridiron club. ■ It Ib 
the only organization hero which is 
composed exclusively of newspaper men 
and ull of its members are gentlemen of 
distinction. No small men, nor obscure 
men, can obtain membership in the 
Gridiron club. Every mun in it has 
won his way in the world and reached 
or approximated the topmost round in 
the profession of journalism. Its mem- 
bership is limited to forty; and, there- 
there are good men, able men and 
prominent men in journalism who have 
attained membership in the Grid- 
lub. Vacancies occur occasionally 
by death, or the removal of members to 
some other city; and then only the best 
of the good men hero are selected to 
take their places. One good feature, 
and it may even be called the best 
feature, of the Urldiron club is the fact 
that it maintains no clubhouse where 
members might be attracted away from 
their homes. On the contrary, the club 
meets once or twice every month, in the 
office of some leading Washington cor- 
respondent, transacts business and ad- 
journs. During the sessions of eon- 
occasional banquets aro given by 
the Gridiron club, and men of mark in 
the congressional world are very glad 
to be honored with invitations to par- 
ticipate as guests of those leading lit- 
erany lights. Presidents of the United 
States, members of the cabinet, sena- 
tors, representatives, minister* and 
orators have been honored guests at 
tiridiroo club banquet*, The members 
oruck many jokes on their statesmen 
tround the social board, and 
like a lot of schoolboy* in the 
freedom ofjlbeh- nwrry making.

Hie club after Frank ITatton had de- 
clined a reelection. He presided 
of the banquets. He had a president 
or tha United States at his right hand 
at a great banquet, as a guest 'if the 
club. Then he announced in a news- 
jmper cord that the president had been 
Ids personal guest. That made the en- 
tire Gridiron club weary. But, later 
on, after congress had adjourne.d, and 
when all the glory of his position waa 
gone, the gentleman announced at a 
meoting of the club that he had experi- 
enced a severe attack of acute religion 
which made him feel that he could nO 
longer associate with the club. He re* 
r.igned his membership and, of course, 
resigned the position of president "f 
the club, and told the men who, hajft 
honored him that he would pray, for 
them. The whole affair was so peculiar 
apparently farcical, that it hos 
>een regarded as a very hard 
practical Joke on the eminent gentle- 
men of the Gridiron club, and their 
friends often chaff them about it. 

There is a Press club here, but it is 
not composed exclusively of newspaper 
men. However, as it is young and 
growing, it may become self-sustain- 
ing one of these days, and 
pendent upon the fees and 
of outsiders. Many young 
men avail themselves of the 
of the club for ofllce purposes. Oferebj 
saving themselves the expense of main- 
taining offices, for which they would 
be obliged to pay rent and other in- 
cidentals, which would eat into their 
slender incomes. 

Thus It will be seen that there are 
good and commendable sides to club 
life in this city, and that some of the 
features of this phase of existence are 
worthy of kindly mention and favor- 
able consideration. While the clubs 
mentioned have been well advertised, 
another has come into existence, 
which the world outside of Washing- 
ton has heard little, but which has 
already developed into one of ; the 
marked institutions of the capital city 
This is the Columbia Athletic club, 
which has its home in one of the finest 
and .most complete hOuSM 
United States. The Athletic club of 
Washington was organized ten years 
ago as an olTshoot aud addition to the 
Columbia Boat club, which had flour- 
ished for ten years or more, 
again the Columbia colors have- been 
In the vau in famous contests on the 
Schuylkill, the Passaic and the Poto- 
mac, and the fondness for athletic 
sports engendered by these victories 
encouraged the ambition which result- 
ed in the formation of the AtliU tic 
club. The active membership of this

You know the old 
story of Ariadne, «nd I have no doubt 
the Greeks used it to account for that 
trait in women, for 1 think that the 
Oreek women were exactly like the 
women of our acquaintance, barring a 
tfew non-essentials in the matters of 
frills and millinery. Ariadne, you 
know, in a contest In the creation of 
tapestry, "fecoelled Minerva, and was 
changed into a spider by the jealous 
goddess. The tarantula is not one of 
ithe insignificant spiders that frequents 
the corners of ceilings and drives the 
desperation. He is the 
<r of the spider kind, and 
ugly as one could wish a buc- 
caneer to be. It is said the sting of the 
tarantula causes blood poison and death, 
/ and that baking soda is the remedy. 
-'The cowboys and ranohmen carry some 
' it this article with them when they 
Vgjnp in the desert, and further put 
ffnth in the powers of ammonia as an 
i antidote.

drake blossom, but, like most desert 
flowers, devoid of perfume of any kind. 
The spines of this cactus are filled with 
a highly inflammable oil, and when one 
of the bushes is lighted it burns with a 
clear flame for some minutes, but as the 
body of the "candle" is non-combu«- 
tible, it is not good fuel. When 
candle-cactus dies, its dead body re- 
sembles the sprays of coral, that 
have all seen. The branching trunk is 
a dead ivory white in its decay, and is 
full of minute holes, where the spines 
grew. The tourist likes to take home 
with him a piece of dried "candle," and 
has it polished and uses it as a « 
and a curious and beautiful can< 
makes, too. 

The "Spanish bayonet" is the r 
beautiful of the prickly things of the 
desert. It has slender spiked leaves in 
a cluster near the ground, from which 
rises a tall stalk bearing on either side 
pure white, boll-shaped odorless 
flowers. The century plant is too 
familiar to need description, but the 
"mother palm," the curious yucca, is 
not so well known. Everything in na- 
ture has its uses, but the yucca is of 
no great benefit to man until it has 
been dead a century or two, when its 
petrified trunk is exhumed from the 
shrouding sands and serves as fuel to 
the dwellers in the desert. It is a 
brown-trunked tree, which looks some- 
thing in the body like a transformed 
guerrilla. A perfect demon among 
trees, a misshapen, hideous monster, 
which, nevertheless, in the desert, Its 
outlines softened by distance, possesses 
a sort of weird attractiveness. Upon the 
trunk and branches the leaves or spines 
grow pointing upward when they are 
young and downward when they grow 
old. These spines are from six to ten 
Inches long, rough and sharply pointed, 
a dark green at first and cocoa brown 
afterward. Twisted, tortured into all 
sorts of shapes, distorted, ugly beyond 
description, these trees stand by the 
hundred thousands upon the upland 
desert valleys. They are as tough as 
cork in their wood and nearly of the 
e fiber. They will not burfi until 
they have long been cut down and ex- 
posed to the sun, and then the scales 
alone are combustible. A factory was 
once established by an English syndi- 
cate for utilizing the fiber of the yucca 
in making wood-pulp paper, but it was 
not an. investment which paid and the 
work was abandoned. 

Many of the desert flowers, borne 
upon prickly stems, and surrounded by 
stinging, nett'e-like leaves, are beauti-

fnl in the extreme. For some reason, 
which I cannot explain, white is the 
prevailing color hi d.^ert flora, and 
next comes purple in varying tints, lav- 
ender predominating. There is a cor- 
responding uniformity in the shape of 
the blossoms, also. The "snap-dragon" 
brm is the common one, and from tiny 
cups, almost microscopic, to huge 
flaunting bells as large as those of the 
trumpet vine, that shape is infinitely 
repeated, lleside spines, many of the 
desert flowers have burrs as seed-pods, 
and one species has arranged alternate- 
ly down the stem pitcher-shaped sacks 
of greenish white, which are r ,o tough 
that they hold sand or water, and des- 
ert children blow them full of air, tie 
them together and make a sort of com- 
posite balloon.

Klrtff Leopold Determined to Conquer a 
Wheel— Ancient Inns Are Ova or th 
Cbarma of Winter Riding In 
Old Rngland. 

Cycle riding is growing In favor with 
the royalty and nobility of Europe. Al- 
most every royal family is represented. 
Inclusive of England and Russia. The 
most enthusiastic king over there la 
Leopold of Belgium. lie is a great 
patron of cycle racing and "the king's 
purse" is the most coveted prize, both 
in point of glory and profit, at the 
nual race meet In Brussels. King Leo- 
pold has determined not to be discour- 
eged In his attempts to master the 
wheel and has evidently concluded to 
forgot the disaster that attended his 
efforts In that direction some months 
ago, when he first bestrode his wheel. 
Since the day that ho made an intimate 
acquaintance with a thorny shrub in 
the gardens of his palace at Laecken, 
Into which he flew head foremost from 
his saddle, the blevelc had stood in 
quiet and disuse In the carriage 
house. Yielding to the entreaties of 
his nephew, young Prince Albert, who 
besought him to try again, the king 
has been practicing in the large ball- 
room, and when spring clears away the 
snow and the air is again balmy his 
Belgian majesty will be seen scorching 
around the beautiful gardens and 
through the park •uroundlng his coun- 
try seat near Brussels. The king's 
wheel is geared to has 30-inch 

wheels, the frame being inches and 
inches higher than any American 
bicycle, which is due to the fact that 
his majesty is blessed with probably 
the longest pair of legs in Belgium. 
His nephew, Prince Albert, who is at 
the same time the heir to his throne, is 
an enthusiastic wheelman. 

Cycling in England has many ad- 
vantages not enjoyed by those who fol- 
low the pastime in this country. In 
the first place, the climate there per- 
mits of riding throughout the whole 
year. The winters are mild compared 
with ours. In the second place, the 
roads givo infinitely better footing and 
the winter scenery is delightful. But 
perhaps the most fascinating feature of 
cycling in England is to be found in 
those rare old country inns which have 
been bequeathed to the modern cyclist 
by the dead and gone passenger traffic

IN OLD TIENTSIN CITY 




The Rher Front Is the Only Agrceair.. 
I'art of This Typically Chinese Town 
— Dlsenaes Are Constantly Helng Bred 
by Dirt. 

TIESE PICTURES 
show some of the 
better aspects 
the big city of 
Tientsin, seventy 
miles up the Pei ho, 
and about c'ghtv 
miles from Pekin. 
One picture shows 
the town hall 
which the business 
of the municipality 
is transacted which was erected by 
European architects. Another view 
gives a glimpse of Victoria road, 
which the town hall is situated. This 
part of the city is lighted by gas and is 
near the river front, where the entire 
foreign population live. This is the 
only attractive part of the big town, 
for the Chinese quarter is uncleanly 
and is decidedly unwholesome. 

The traveler who gets his first idea 
of China as he enters the mouth of the 
Pei ho is struck with the extraordi 
nary flatness and monotony of th( 
country. There is nothing pretty 01 
interesting about the flat region be 
tween the mouth of the river and the 
big town where the Grand canal joins

the river. Here and there is a little 
Tillage with its adjacent grave yard 
and little patches of rice irrigated by 
ditches and troughs. The traveler has 
plenty of opportunity to see all that is 
to be seen, for the steamers are com- 
pelled to travel very slowly, and even 
then they seldom reach Tientsin with- 
out grounding on mud banks 

a recent writer in the Fortnightly 
Review says that Tientsin is a revela- 
tion. The big cities of the south have 
much that is picturesque about them, 
but in Tienstin there is nothing bright 
or attractive outside the foreign quart- 
er except the clothes of its inhabitants. 
The city is the home of Li Hung 
Chang, and the splendid hospitality 
with which ho has time again treated 
his guests from other lands perhaps 
accounts in part for the very glitter- 
ing estimate of his character, patriot- 
ism, and ability which has been spread 
over western lands. This is the head- 
quarters of his European trained sol- 
diers, over 30,000 in number, who, it 
supposed, would prove almost in- 
vincible in time of war. They met the 
Japanese, however, at Ping Yang, and 
: put to flight a.-, easily as the un- 
trained soldiers of the Chinese em- 
Li Kung Chang has been credited 
with advanced ideas and a great liking 
for all things western, and it ia sur- 
prising that he has not done something 
to improve the sanitary condition of 
this city. There is no large Chinese 
town more filthy than Tientsin. Every 
foreigner who vu,iu it carries away a 
vivid impression of dirt, heat, and bad 
smells. The city, though it bus near- 
d million inhabitants, does not spread 
no much territory as many a 
«B»<.ller Chinese city. It is the com- 
mercial port of Pekin, and here are 
stored vaat quantities of wheat, rice, 
millet, textiles, and prepared meats, 
whioh coma up from the south by way 
of the Grand oanal to supply the mil- 
lions of northern China with the s-eans 
of snbsisWaco, Commercially, TienO 
«tn is fax more important than any 
ether city is the northern part of the 



loreign quarter, consists chiefly of 
mud, brick, and bamboo houses, only 
one story high, and huddled together 
with little semblance cf arrangement. 
Nobod.v ever heard of the streets in a 
th china town being fit for traffic, 
and those of Tientsin, unpaved, un- 
even, and full of ruts, are bad enough

to bring almost any spring cart to 
speedy grief. The streets are the re- 
ceptacles for the refuse of all the 
houses built along them, and there are 
no contractors to haul away the noi- 
some garbage, whose smell ascends to 
heaven. In dry weather the roads are 
many inches deep with dust. The re- 
sult of Tientsin's sanitary condition is 
that it is a very nnbealthful place, 
where some epidemic or another is 

found there nearly all the year round. 
After a few hours' inspection of the 
Chinese quarter, the stranger invaria 
bly turns with relief to the more peas- 
ant foreign city along the river and to 
the wharves, where all is bust 1 .'-, and 
where are crowds of vessels of every 
6ort from houseboat to gun, eat. 

Visitors to Pekin sometime* *al;e tht 
river route and sometime* >fcft road. 
The distance by tho road 1% eighty 
miles, but as the Pei Ho is a remarka- 
bly crooked stream, the distance by 
river is nearly doubled. ' It costs about 
$10 to buy transportation for one from 
Tientsin to Pekin, and the passenger 
has to supply his own provisions. The 
quicker route is by way of the road, 
and a pair of mules sometimes trav- 
erses the rough highway in forty-eight 
hours, though this speed makes hard 
work for the animals.

Brnnght About. 
Senator Allison, of Iowa, was Inter- 
vene.) at Chicago recently regarding 
tho condition if the national finance*. 
Considering hU long service in the sen- 
ate and his connection with financial 
and monetary questions and measures 
his statements and opinions at this 
juncture become unusually interesting. 

The national finances, as Allison 
says, are in a very deplorable condi- 
tion. The revenues fail far short of 
meeting the expenses of the govern- 
ment. Allison puts the deficit for the 
past year at 1101, 000,000. and says It is 
increasing at tho rate of $5,000,000 a 
month. One thing is certain, he says, 
and that is that congress must devise 
some new revenue or else there must 
he another loan. The last loan instead 
of serving to replenish the reserve, is 
required to defray the ordinary ex- 
penses of the government. 

Speaking of the cause of the falling 
off of the revenues, Senator Allison 
says that it is somewhat obscure. 
While many people lay it to the Wil- 
son tariff, it actually antedates the 
new tariff law. It is tho product, in 
part, of hard times, for our people are 
living economically and do not require 
so many imports as they did. 

Unquestionably this is true as far as 
it goes. Doubtless there was a large 
reduction in the customs receipts re- 
sulting from the lonjr uncertainty over 
tariff legislation, but the main cause 
of the falling off in the receipts has 
been the commercial and industrial de- 
pression, which has not been peculiar 
to the United States. The democrats 
in power, from President Cleveland 
down, have been incapable of under- 
standing the situation or of meeting

SILVER AND GOLD. 



It has long been known to close ob- 
servers, that the rise in the relative 
value of money in gold standard ci 
tries, directly and powerfully tended 
to discourage the exportation of mer- 
chandise from such countries to silver 
countries; and also, by the reverse op- 
eration of the same powerful law, to 
stimulate exportation from silver coun- 
tries to gold countries. And the rea- 
sons for this are very simple. Thus, 
when the United States, for example, 
exports say $1,000 worth of the products 
of this country to Mexico, it takes at 
the present time about two thousand 
Mexican silver dollars to pay for them, 
besides freights, commissions, etc. 
That is, they must be sold for silver 
dollars In that country, which are now 
worth only one-half as much as gold 
dollars; and unless the exporter gets 
at least twice as many of them as his 
goods are worth in g-old in this coun- 
try, in addition to freight and charges, 
the transaction when completed will 
net a loss instead of a profit. 

Merchants, manufacturers and farm- 
ers cannot sell goods produced on a 
basis of dear gold valuations to people 
who have only relatively cheap silver 
to pay for them, unless they receive 
very much higher prices than those

The Little Central Amerloan Re 
public Defied Mexloo.

If ever there was a country ferttliM>rl 
with the blood of revolutionists it i 
Central America. It is a very quiet weel< 
indeed, which does not witnessan upri- 
ing of some kind or other In Guatemala 
Nicaragua, Honduras, Salvador or CokUi 
ftica, the five alleged republics knoi 
as Central America. Prior to 1820 th< 
together with the two Mexic 
« of Chiapas and Soeonus 
constituted the vice royalty of Ni 
Spain. In that year the Central Am 
icans revolted and drove the hated 
Spaniards out of the country, but iu 
lling together in unity, as

brothers .should, they began to quarrel 
among themselves, and organized the 
five republios whose names have al- 
ready been given. 

Everybody knows that among the 
ambitious and proud of all nations the 
Spanish-American stands at the head. 
With his inordinate ambition he couples 
Cimmerian ignorance as far as knowl- 
edge of the political progress of other 
peoples is concerned. lie considers his 
own little toy nation the most perfect 
government on earth, and disdainfully 
shrugs his shoulders when told of the 
power and resources of the United 
States, for Instance. Like the average 
Chinaman, he never knows when he is 
whipped. 

Time and again the government at 
Washington has had to send warships to 
Central American ports to enforoe rec- 
ognition of national rights. The Latin- 
American bluffers always came to 
terms— when confronted by Yankee 
guns and ships— but there is not an in- 
stance on record when they failed to 
convince the half-breed multitudes that 
the "gringos" had to retreat precipi- 
tately to avoid utter destruction. The 
only foreign power for which the peo- 
ple of Central America show real con- 
sideration is Great Britain, whico, 
many years ago, obtained landed pos- 
sessions in that part of the world, 
among them British Honduras, which 
adjoins tJuuteruala on the east. 

Another peculiarity of the Central 
American is that he is never so happy 
as when quarreling with somebody 
The high caste descendants of the con 
quistadores never work. They devote 
tlu-mselves to running 'the jrovernment, 
and let the half-breeds and Indians 
earn a living for them. Occasionally 
they get tired of doing absolutely noth- 
ing, and then they "work up" it revolu- 
tion. Like the barons of old Ihey 
gather about them their retainers and 
steal whatever they can lay hands on. 
If they succeed in stealing enough they 
usually oust the president of t lie republic 
and become dictators on their own ac- 
eount. If not, they run away to some 
foreign land where they live in afllu- 
eneo on the proceeds of their military 
and political campaigns. Their poor 
dnpts arc duly oxucu.od by the powers 
that be; their property, if they have 
any, being sequestered "for the good 
of the state"— i. e., for the benefit of 
his excellency, the president. 

Oiico m awhile the 'Wdier states- 
men*' of Central America attempt to 



Porflrio Diaz, the able chief executive 
of Mexico, sent, the ultimatum of hla 
government to Barrios until the adjust- 
ment of the trouble a few days afro, 
both countries were making active 
preparations for war. The feeling la 
Mexico was truly patriotic. The 
younger element, which was supposed 
to he opposed to the Diaz administra- 
tion, rallied to the president's support 
with remarkable enthusiasm, and In 
many places demonstrated the genuine- 
ness of ita devotion by organizing itself 
into volunteer battalions and regi- 
ments. Money contributions were re- 
ceived by the treasury for the purpose 
of inaugurating a campaign against 
Guatemala; and a popular loan for 
war purposes could have been floated 
at par within twenty-four hours after 
the beginning of hostilities. The popu- 
lation of Mexico is estimated at 12,000,- 
000. Ita army is well equipped and 
drilled, and, if necessary, f 00,000 troop 
could have been dispatched to the 
Guatemalan frontier within two weeks 
after the declaration of war. 

President Barrios was aware of these 
facts, but may nevertheless have been 
anxious to fight with Mexico, 
knows his country to l>e bankrupt and 
his people to be generally dutaattafled 
with the oligarchy created by the elder 
Iiarrios and perpetuated bp hknaatt 

The elder Barrios was a wonderful 
man. He established railroads and tel- 
egraphs in Guatemala, gave the coun- 
try religious liberty; but ruled it with a 
hand of iron. His great ambition was 
the unification of the Central Ameriear 
republics into a powerful confederation 
With' himself as dictator. In the purstiii 
of this scheme he insulted the thin 
skinned government officials of Salvn 
dor, thereby precipitating a war which 
ended in his death. His young and im 
mensely wealthy widow came to Xen 
York after the dictator's fall, and h::; 
ever since been uue tit the society lead 
ersof that city. It has been said thai 

Kntino Iiarrios was killed by offii 9 1 f 

his own army at the battle of t'aihu- 
hualta in 13S5, but this charge has never 
been proven. It is an indisputable fact, 
however, that while acting as president 
and dictator he sent millions of dollars 
out of Guatemala. His trusted lieu- 
tenants knew that their chief was feath- 
ering his own nest at the expense ol 
the people he pretended to love; but 
instead of calling him to account fol- 
lowed his example. After the battle of 
Cachuhualta the Guatemalan secretary 
of the Interior went direatly to the cap- 
ital and stole $000,000, the entire cash 
balance left in the national treasury 
Ever since the country has been ii 
financial difaeulties. 

It la poisiblc, therefore, that young 
Barrios was in earnest when he defied 
Mexico. A war might have won for 
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cc. .Being an

bring down bigger game than is found 
within their own limits, but their game 
of bluff never frightens tho parties as- 
sailed. A few weeks ago the republic 
of Guatemala, whoso affairs just now 
arc administered by President Joso 
Maria Rcina Barrios, undertook to 
frighten tho Mexicans by rb»mandtng, 
with a great deal of bluster, the adjust- 
of a border difficulty which, ovcry- 
btxly supposed, had been settled in 
1882. Guatemalan troops invaded u strip 
of Mexican territory belonging to tho 
state of Chiapas, destroyed a few lives 
and much property. When President 
Barrios was called to account by Mox- 
iooho proposed arbitration to fix the 
boundary line. To this proposition 
Mexico replied that the question of the 
boundary lino had been settled in 1888 
and confirmed in 1889, and demanded 
from Guatemala an apology and the 
payment of an indemnity of Mi, 800,000 
it erf war.

The republic of Guatemala is divided 
into twcuty-Uvo departments, bus BO 
area of 40,800 square miles, and. In 1840, 

had a population of l,4tlO,017, including 
Indians and half-breeds. The capital la 
Santiago de Guatemala, sometimes 
called New Guatemala, a city fonnded 
in iVrMwo years after the destruction 
of Old Guatemala by a great earth- 
quake. The new capital has a popula- 
tion of 00,000, ami contains a number of 

remarkably fine buildings, among them 
a cathedral which is considered a model 
of ureliiteuturul beauty and grandeur. 
The old eitv of Guatemala was founded 
by Pedro de Alvarado, the famous lieu- 
tenant of Cortes, who conquered Cen- 
tral America. It was destroyed by a 
tlood from the volcano de Agua in 1841. 
A year later it wa., refounded, and re- 
mained tho center of Spanish-American 
culture until 177:1, when It was wiped 
out by an earthquake-. The town of 
Antigua, a prosperous municipality of 
14,000 people, now occupies the site of 
the undent Central American metropo- 
lis.

republics Nicaragua is best ki 
this country, owing to the pi 
Nicaragua ship eanal. It, hasan 
about 40,000 square miles and a 
tion of 500,000.
